“The United States now has 155 
heavy machine guns and 792 small 
machine guns,” he says, “whereas, in 
1924 it had only 24 heavy machine 
guns. The American army now has 
121 large field guns, whereas in 1913 
it had only 24. 
“The air forces 
have steadily grown. France has 
2000 airplanes as compared with 
1,550 in 1924. England has 1,350 
as against 600 in 1924, Other bor- 
dering countries have a total of 685 
airplanes compared with 275 in 1924. 
“There has been a similar growth 
of armored tanks among nations of 
the world. France has 2, such 
tanks, while England and the United 
States have 500 each. In case of 
war these countries can have their 
present industries produce an enor- 
mous number of additional tanks. For 
instance, England could produce 
monthly no less than 2,350 tanks; 
France 2,250, and the United States 
an even greater number. 
“We must offset this menace in 
every way possible.

3, 1921, together with Lem Gleason,

J. ©. McBride, T. D. Shaw and Abe 
Powers. Of this group, Shaw alone 
has ever been brought to trial on this 
indictment, and he was acquitted in 
January, 1922. There are several other 
felony indictments pending in the Ful- 
ton county court. 

A nation-wide hunt has been con- 
ducted for Brown since he left and 
a few months ago he was arrested in 
Vancouver, British Columbia, but he 
succeeded in gaining his release on 
habeas corpus proceedings before local 
authorities could prevent the granting 
of the writ.

‘WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—(?)— 
on BB 9 seen rs at the 
capi the senate 
judiciary <oee nrsi which will con- 
sider tomorrow whether to undertake 
a far-reaching investigation into en- 
forcement of the dry law. 

Chairman Secvia 4 of the committee, 
himself a dry, has proposed the in- 

uiry. The proposal has split the 
dominant senate drys. The adminis- 
tration or are opposing the investi- 
gation. democratic drys are look- 
ing apprehensively at it and are still 
in doubt, for the most part. Senator 
Norris has a mass of evidence to pre- 
sent to the committee. 

While Senator Norris, a leader of 
the republican independent faction, 
has asked a comprehensive survey of 
prohibition conditions throughout the 
country, others favoring the investi- 
gation are known to be interested in 
the activities of the prohibition en- 
forcement chiefs—Assistant Secretary 
Lowman of the treasury and Prohibi- 
tion Commissioner Doran. 

Meanwhile, the drys are mobilizing 
to answer the wet assault upon the 
eighteenth amendment and the Vol- 
stead act before the house judiciary 
committee. These hearings will be 
resumed on Wednesday, and the wets 
have been granted at last one more 
day to complete their appeal for re- 
peal of the eighteenth amendment or 
modification of the Volstead act. 

The prohibition legislation is. clog- 
ged behind the tariff in the senate. 
It seems likely that the house bill for 
transfer of the dry enforcement serv- 
ice from Secretary Mellon to Attor- 
ney-General Mitchell will form the 
basis for the prohibition hearings and 
debate in the senate. 

Another crime investigation came to 
light today with word to the senate 
judiciary committee that a survey is 
being conducted by the International 
Association of Chiefs of Police under 
the sponsorship of the Rockefeller 
foundation. 

In a statement presented to the 
committee, Bruce Smith, representing 


the committee on uniform crime ree- 


He u support of the house bill 
to establish a central bureau for the 
 ietion of criminal! statistics in the 
department of justice. Smith report- 
ed that law enforcement officers 
throughout the country are co-operat- 
ing in the collection of crime data. 

‘The investigation embraces a reg- 
‘istration area of 20,000,000 persons, 
Smith informed the committee, “and 
by spring we hope to have more than 
one-third of the country’s population 
represented.” 


MORE STATES 
JOIN WET RANKS. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—(/)— 
Henry H. Curran, president of the 
Association Against the Prohibition 
Amendment, predicted in a statement 
today that many more states soon 
would join the “legat and peaceable 
revolt’”’ of the people of New York, 
Maryland, Wisconsin, Nevada and 
Montatia against state prohibition 
laws. 

Curran said that during 1929 state 
divisions had been established by the 
association in Ohio, Pennsylvania, 
Rhode Island and New York and that 
it had been strengthened in California, 
Delaware, Arizona, Colorado and Con- 
necticut, New Jersey and Louisiana. 

He reported an increase from 103 
to 227 in members of the board of 
directors who were described as rep- 
resenting 34 states and American or- 
ganizations with more than 3,000,000 
employes and $50, 000,000,000 in as- 
sets. Cash on hand and receipts of 
the associaation for 1929 amounted 
to $457,326, he said, and expenditures 
for the year were $427,213. 

“There are already five American 
states with millions of American men 
and women within them who will not 
turn in and help national prohibi- 
tion,” Curran said. “They will not 
fasten these fanatical long distance 
shackles upon themselves. 

“They are not obliged to do it,. and 
they will not do it, which leaves a 
self-confessed and growing vacuum in 
national enforcement of a law which 
never was truly national and never 
could be. It is time now for the 
dominators from afar who have caused 
this disgraceful chaos of corruption, 
hypocrisy and murder to admit their 
overreaching and recede within their 
own domains. The good common sense 
of the American people will take care 
of the affair in the end.”

Counts, associate director of the In-

clergy of other countries would only 
heighten the “severity of the present 
religious persecutions.” 

Dr. Counts said that the history of 
religion in Russia shows that churches 
were used to oppress the peasants and 
to keep them in ignorance and poverty. 
The revolution swept away both the 
czarist state and the church» because 
t »y were inseparable, he said. 

The American Tract Society an- 
nounced today it is furnishing tra-ts in 
Russia to counteract the movement of 
the soviet authorities to make Russia a 

“Godless country.” The organization 
said it already had distributed 12,000 
tracts in Russia and was sending 24,- 
000 more to its misionaries, “who are 

-arrying on their work in spite of 
the, drastic restrictions of the author- 
ities.” The society refused to reveal 
the locations of “he missionaries on 
the ground that there is “danger to 
those who are risking their ilves to 
get the gospel.”

Take Two Guns and Stil- 
leto From Confessed 
Poisoner of Nine; San- 
ity Is Questioned. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 23.—()—James 
aker, 23, self-styled slayer of nine 
men, arrived here tonight from De- 
troit after having been frustrated in 
an alleged attempt to add two more 
deaths to the list of which he boasts. 


Detectives George Fitzpatrick and 
Arthur M. Horey, who guarded Baker 
on the train, said they found two pis- 
tols and a stiletto on his person dur- 
ing the trip and that he had confessed 
an intention to kill them at Pitts- 
burgh and make his escape. 

Shortly after his arrival, District 
Attorney Thomas ©. T. Crain an- 
nounced Baker had made a confession 
of the poisoning of Henry Gaw, Cain 
said he believed the confession was 
authentic. Detroit police have _ ex- 
pressed skepticism as to the reality 
of at least some of the other deaths. 

Baker also admitted shooting and 
killing a railroad detective who tried 
to stop him from crossing tracks in 
Detroit, Crain announced. 


A telegram to Detroit for verifica- | 


tion brought word from officials there 
that at 2:35 p. m. on January 20, 
1929, Walter Aue, a special officer 
of the Grand Trunk railroad, was 
slain with a shotgun at the feot of 
Goulden avenue, Detroit. The De- 
troit officials said in their message 
they would be glad to get Baker back 
to their jurisdiction for prosecution 
for this killing in the event he was 
not wanted in New York or managed 
to escape conviction here.

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Candidates Who Support- 
ed Hoover in 1928 Barred 
By Several State Organ- 
izations.

Democratic efforts to mend 
breaks in the south caused by deflec- 
tions to Herbert Hoover in 1 have 
brought disciplinary action from the 
party organizations in three states. 

Alabama barred as candidates those 
who supported the republican presi- 
dential ticket and those who openly 
and publicity opposed the nominees 
of the democratic party. The state 
committee welcom back as voters, 
however, all who supported Hoover. 


This ruled out of this year’s pri- 
mary United States Senator Thomas 
Heflin. In returning Heflin’s pri- 
mary entrance fee, State Chairman E. 
W. Pettus said that Heflin had de- 
clared that he did not vote the re- 
publican ticket, but failed to state 
that he did not openly and® publicly op- 
pose the election of the democratic 
presidential nominee. 

Heflin has announced for reelection 
in face of the ruling of the party state 
committee. 

The Arkansas democratic state 
committee has ordered enforcement of 
the rule forbidding “bolters” from 
participating in the primary. The 
rule which already existed does not 
allow any one who “bolts” in general 
elections to vote in the democratic 
primary for two years. 

Rule Not Changed. 

Despite a request from Dr. A. C. 
Millar, Methodist editor and lead- 
er of the anti-Smith forces, the com- 
mittee declined to change the rule. 
Millar has announced the _ proba- 
bility of taking steps to organize into 
a third party democrats who sup- 
ported Hoover.

Robert Doyle, facing trial for al- 
leged slaying of a negro porter in a 
night club several months ago, re- 
ceived a fractured skull and arm in 
addition to body lacerations inflict- 
ed by Warden George Miller, who 
said Doyle was the leader of the mut- 
iny. After police had assisted in 
quieting the prisoners, including a 
number of long-term bandits and con- 
victed narcotic . peddlers, Doyle was 
removed to the hospital. 

Miller. said Doyle demurred- when 
the prisoners were ordered from the 
bull pen into a small tier and deprived 
of morning exercise in the prison yard 
and receiving of visitors, because of 
the Saturday disturbance. 

The warden seized a broomstick and 
broke it over Doyle after he said the 
latter struck him when pushed toward 
the cell tier. Miller then grabbed 
a police stick and pummeled the pris- 
oner. 

_ Police called by jail deputies ar- 
rived and the other prisoners milling 
about the warden were quieted and 
marched to the small tier. 

During his counter with Doyle the 
warden said he was struck in the jaw 
by William Woolfarth, who retreated

Trial of Five Charged With 
Murder of Mrs. Wiggins 
- Starts Today. 


CHARLOTTE, N. C., Feb. 23.— 
(UN)—Five defendants charged with | 
second degree murder in the death of 
Mrs. Ella May Wiggins, National Tex- 
tile Workers’ Union member during an 
anti-communist disturbance in Gasto- 
nia last September are expected to 
offer varied defense in the trial open- 
ing at Mecklenburg superior court 
here tomorrow. 

Several ot the defendants will offer 


alibis, it was said. Others have not 
disclosed their plans ana former Con- 
gressman A. L. Bullwinkle and other 
defense attorneys have kept their own 
counsel. 

There never has been any question 
as to the presence of Fred Morrow 
at the scene of the murder. Morrow 
was driving and owned the car which 
collided with a truck loaded with 
union members September 14, a few 
moments before one shot was fired 
and Mrs. Wiggins fell dead. 

Horace Wheelus, who state wit- 
nesses claimed fired the shot; Troy 
Jones, Lowery Davis and O. H, Luns- 
ford never have admitted they were 
present at the killing. ; 

Mrs. Wiggin? was shot to death in 
Gaston county after the truck filled 
with 22 members of the National Tex-. 
tile Workers’ Union had been foreed 
out of Gastonia while en route to a 
commuhist mass meeting in South 
Gastonia. 

The five were indicted in Gastonia 
in January and the case moved to 
Charlotte on motion of Attorney-Gen- 
eral Dennis G. Brummitt, who enter- 
ed the case at the request of Governor 
O. Max Gardner. 

Superior Judge J. H. Clement will 
arrive “late tonight to preside over 
the forthcoming criminal term of 
Mecklenburg superior court. 

He has stated the Wiggins case will 
be first on the ealendar and pushed 
to an immediate conclusion with pos- 
sibly several jail cases intervening. 
The jail cases will occupy time while 
sheriff's officers are summing a spe- 
cial venire of at least 100 men for 
the jury.

He was a 
friend—-a real friend, such a friend as 
only a deeply religious man can be.” 

Twelve kundred floral tributes were 
arranged about the bier, the offerings 
of President Hoover, from foreign 
governments, from friends and rela- 
tives, from a newsboys’ organization, 
and former employes of the Pittsburgh 
Leader, which Moore published almost 
a decade ago.

GEORGIAN OFFERS 
DISEASE PREVENTIVE 


ATHENS, Ga., Feb. 23.—‘Pel- 
lagra can be prevented,” states Su- 
san Mathews, extension nutritionist 
of the Georgia State College of Agri- 
culture, who is directing some educa- 
tional work along this line. especially 
among the rural and mill class of 
people of the state. 

“The best insurance against the 
disease is a good milk cow, an ade- 
quate supply of poultry and eggs, a 
good home orchard, and a year-round 
garden,” says Miss Mathews. 


“Reports from the Georgia state 
board of health show that pellagra 
has been on the increase in Georgia 
since 1924. During the first six 
months of 1929 there was an increase 
of 11 1-2 per cent, there being a to- 
tal of more than 850 deaths in the 
state last year.” 

Miss Mathews says the following 
foods added to the diet may be de- 
pended upon to prevent the disease; 
milk, sweet or buttermilk, one quart 
for children and one pint for adults 
daily: lean meat, beef, mutt6n, pork, 
fish or fowl, One serving daily; vege- 
tables (other than potatoes), two 
servings daily, and leafy vegetables 
should be included three times per 
week; fruits, fresh, canned or dried, 
two servings daily; whole grain prod- 
ucts, breakfast cereals or brans 
made of the whole grain, one sery- 
ing daily.

POULTRY PROBLEMS 
OUTLINED BY FIROR 


ATHENS, Ga., Feb. 23.—‘“It seems 
that this is a desirable time to sell 
poultry,” announces J. William Firor, 
head of the division of agricultural 
economics and marketing at the Geor- 
gia State College of Agriculture. 

‘The reason for this is that during 
this season of the year the south fur- 
nishes the larger part of the live poul- 
try shipped to the northern markets. 
The coming of the warm weather will 
facilitate the movement to market 
from the midwestern states. There are 
a number of poultry sales being held 
each week in the state at the present 
time. 

“The quotations on live fowls at 
New York averaged 31 cents per 
pound during January 1930. This was 
an average-of about four cents per 
pound higher than the average during 
December 1929. 

“Where can we sell our eggs? This 
is a question often asked during the 
months of March and April by poultry 
men. The success of selling eggs to 
an advantage at this time, depends 
upon grading and upon the standards 
being uniform and rigidly maintained, 

“This may be brought about by 
candling the eggs and putting them on 
the market asa standardized product. 
To do this the grades must be right,” 
emphasized Mr, Firor.

In response to the many inqyiries 


regarding the registration and elec- | G 
tion laws of the city and county, the 
Atlanta League of Women Voters is- 
sues the following information: 

To vote, a person must be a res- 
ident of the state for one year and of 
the city or county for six months. 
2. All men between 21 and 60 years 
of age must pay a poll tax of $1 an- 
nually; all women between those ages 
must pay a ll tax if their name 
is on the registrafion list. The poil 
. tax is a state tax and goes to the 

educational fund. It can be used for 
no other purpose. 3. Poll tax should be 
returned declaring intention to pay 
at the county courthouse in the of- 
fice of the tax receiver between Feb- 
ruary 1 and May 1.

Taxes 
are due to be paid between October 
1 and December 19. 7. If a woman 
once pays poll tax, it is automatically 
ine each year unless she goes to. the 
courthouse and has her name formally 
removed from the registration lists. 

Registering. 

In registering, take the first three 
steps at once: 1, Return taxes at 
county courthouse. 2. Register for 
state and county elections at the 
courthouse. 3. Register at city hall 
for city elections. 4. Pay taxes be- 
tween October 15 and December 19 
at courthouse. 5. Vote in every elec- 
tion. 

Registration books at the city hall 
are closed 30 days before primaries. 
One may register up to and includ- 
ing the day of regular city elections 
and special elections. 

Candidates gre nominated in the 
primaries. In Georgia it is tanta- 
mount to the real election. In states 
where there are several parties, it 
simply decides the candidate of each 
party upon whose election the whole 
party will concentrate at the election.

In short, the subconscious mind should 
be so disciplined by consistent prac- 
tice that it will consistently order the 
muscle to do the right thing.

without long and tiresome hours 
on the practice tee.

Other Companies Face Loss. 


Informed Wall Street expressed the 
belief in private talks this week that 
the price situation now existing in the 
oil industry, in both crude and re- 
fined, is the worst since 1923. Some 
small companies operating in both the 
erude and refined end have been “run- 
ning in the red,” it is declared, since 
last December. The prediction is now 
being made that because of the price 
war now on in both crude and refined 
oil, it will not be long before other 
companies will be operating at a loss 
instead of a profit. 

It has been an unusually hard win- 
ter throughout the country reducing 
the seasonal amount of gasoline con- 
sumed. That has not helped a sit- 
uation already bad because of long 
continued overproduction of t 
erude and refined oil. The exist 
period of overproduction really began 
back in 1919. In January of that 
year the supply of oil on hand amount- 
ed to 185,000,000 barrels. With the 
beginning of 1930 these figures had 
mounted to no less than 682,000,000 
barrels of which 534,000,000 were 
crude and the remainder gasoline and 
fuel oil, by far the largest inventories 
ever reported at this time of year. 
It costs money to hold either crude or 
refined oil in storage.

BONDS CONTINUE 
MOVING IN RUT

Your Income Tax 


Up-to-date information and _ in- 
structions concerning the income 
tax collected by the United States 
government. Who pays it; why, 
where, how and when. 


A taxpayer engaged in a trade or 
business in which both capital and 
personal services are material income- 
producing factors also is given con- 
sideration in computing the tax on 
earned income to which the 25 per 
cent credit applies. 

The revenue act provides in such 
cases that a “reasonable allowance as 
compensation for personal services” 
sis]l be considered as earned income. 
Such allowance is not to exceed 20 per 
cent of the taxpayer's share of the 
net profits of such trade or business. 
For example, a taxpayer received in 
1929, from a business in which both 
personal services and capital are. ma- 
terial income-producing factors, a* net 
profit of $30,000. The 25 per cent 
credit is computed on 20 per cent of 
$30,000, or $6,000. The amount pay- 
able is the tax on $30,000, less 25 
per cent of the tax. on $6,000.

‘of professions in which individuals 


fire associated as partners. When the 
facts in each case indicate that the 
proportionate share to each partner 
of the net amount of fees from the 
professional partnership truly repre- 
sents compensations for — serv- 
ices actually rendered by him, such 
partnership share is to be classified 
as earned income in the individual 
return. If such share does not rep- 
resent compensation for services ren- 
dered but instead represents a return 
on capital invested by him in the 
profession, or gain derived through the 
employment of assistants who do the 
actual work, it is not to be classified 
as earned income to the taxpayer.

r Reveals Feelings 
Of Small Investor Group 


|. BY RICHARD W. EDMONDS. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 23:—I believe 


the half-formed thoughts and feelings 
of a large portion of the few million 
individuals’ who have invested hard- 
earned cash in utility shares have been 
peneestiy expressed in the letter I 

ave from one earnest young investor. 
Nevertheless, the matter is not quite 
so simple. Here is the letter: 


“T have read some of your articles 
lately in my morning paper, and 
want to ask if you don’t think it would 
be worth while to write one about 
Senator Borah where he said. that if 
Mr. Hughes became chief justice of 
the supreme court he would sacrifice 
human rights to property rights. He 
was talking about a utility being al- 
lowed to earn more than 6,24 per cent, 
and what he said was this: ‘It is 
according to the yiew of whether one 
is thinking more about property rights 
and the rights of property or about 
human nature and the rights of indi- 
viduals,’ 


“What is the distinction between 
property rights and human rights? I 
don’t really suppose he means that 
gg A as such has rights of its own, 
ut I don’t get him. Take me, for in- 
stance. I have been married not quite 
19 months. We went into it on a sh6e- 
string and a lot of nerve. And last 
November, when the market flopped 
and everybody wanted to sell, we 
thought it was a good time to invest 
some of the money we had saved. We 
had $500, a little over in fact, and I 
mean to tell you that represented work 
and sacrifice. Every week $5 in the 
bank until I got a raise, and then 

10. So I went to my bank and asked 
about North American common, which 
I had beeu watching for a long time 
because it pays 10 per cent in stock. 
It checked up O. K., and the vice 
president said I could get 30 shares, 
pay down my $500 and pay him $45 
every month instead of putting it in 
the savings account and he would car- 
ry me through if it went lower. Well, 
Mr. Edmonds, it was 67 at one time 
I believe, but I paid 70, and it hasn't 
been that low since, and now it 
is over 100 So I didn’t make such 
a bad buy. But I expect you are fa- 
miliar with that stock yourself, 


Stock Rights Defined. 


“Now what I am coming to is this. 
What is the difference between my 
property rights and my human rights 
in that stock? Didn’t I work hard 
to earn that money? Didn’t my wife 
work hard to help save it? I mean to 
say she did. I wanted her at least to 
hire the washing done, but she said 
she was young and strong and she 
wasn't going to pay that money to any 
nigger. And we could have bought 
more clothes than we did, and gone to 
the movies more, though I don’t mean 
to say we don’t have a good time. We 
do. But we denied ourselyes a lot of 
things we would have enjoyed a lot, 
so as to save that money and put it 
away for when we are. older. 
Now, Mr. Edmonds, aren’t our rights 
in that stock property rights? And 
aren’t they also human rights? If a 
man hasn’t a clear human right to 
the reward of his work—and I mean 
to say reward he has actualy been 
paid and has saved—then what has 
he got a right to? 

“And in another place Mr. Borah 
said that all our great natural re- 
sources like coal and gil and iron 
ore and water powers and transpor- 
tation and transmission are in the 
hands of a few people. He said, ‘The 
great problem is, how shall all the 
people of the United States be per- 
mitted to enjoy these natural re- 
sources and these means of transpor- 
tation, which, in my opinion, nature’s 
God intended for the benefit of the 
whole people and not a few?’ 


The “Borah” Kind. 


“Now, Mr. Edmonds; I am one of 
‘the whole people’ that Mr. Borah and 
certain other politicians love to talk 
about. But I can’t see that I am de- 
prived of the blessings of these great 
natural resources. Just how else do 
you suppose nature’s God intended 
for us to enjoy them than the way 
we do? Does that remark of his 
sound like such flapdoodle to you as 


it does to me? ‘Does it strike you 
that whenever the politicians want to 
stir up sentiment they talk about 
what nature’s God intended the people 
to enjoy—apparently without cost or 
effort to them? I wonder why they 
don’t find a phrase that would stim- 
ulate thought the way that one does 
feeling. Maybe, if they did, they 
would soon lose their jobs. Every- 
body knows that if comparatively few 
people do manage these resources, 
they are actually owned by hundreds 
of thousands of people; millions, may- 
be; and that anybody can buy into 
them the way I am doing. And these 
few that Mr. Borah talks about are 
merely the hired managers working for 
me and the rest of us who have bought 
shares in these great natural resources 
that nature’s God, in my opinion, in- 
tended us to buy into. 

“Now, then, I have come to this 
point: We all use the resources, and 
any of us that care to can have a 
property right in them; or a human 
right, which you prefer. I don’t see 
any difference. What more does Sen- 
ator Borah think we ought to have? 
Should they be cheaper? It costs 
money to make them available, and it 
is fair to charge a reasonable price. 
Should we have more stock? Well, I 
mean to have more, a whole lot more, 
just as fast as I can pay for it. I 
think our natural resources are a 
great investment for hard-working 
fellows to put their savings into, and 
I don’t like to hear the politicians 
trying to spoil their investment value. 
I want them to keep off my human 
rights in my property, and further- 
more, I want some more to invest in 
when I get through paying for the 
shares I have already bought. 

Politicians Shortsighted. 

“Maybe I wouldn’t get so hot over 
Mr. Borah and the other politicians 
like him if I didn’t have these human 
rights tied up in some property. But 
I have, and what is more, lots of other 
people have, too. I mean poor chaps 
like myself. But I don’t know how 
to tell the politicians about it and 
they wouldn’t pay any attention to me 
if I did. The trouble with these 
politicians seems to be that they are 
too busy coddling the shortsighted fel- 
lows who won't save their money and 
buy into these great natural resources 
that nature’s God intended us to buy 
into.” 

This earnest young inventor has 
rushed headlong into one of the most 
difficult and complex questions of the 
day. He is correct in saying that. the 
securities of the utilities are widely 
distributed. At a conservative esti- 
mate, they have 2,000,000 customer- 
stockholders. The gas companies 
have about 750,000 more. The Amer- 
ican Telephone & Telegraph Co. alone 
has about 469,000, to mention only 
these few. But there are many angles 
to the question apparently not con- 
sidered by my correspondent. The 
corporation he quoted Mr. Borah as 
having referred to is the street rail- 
way company here in Baltimore. The 
court granted it a flat 10-cent fare 
over the protest of the public service 
commission. In the publie service 
commission’s valuation of the com- 
pany’s property, investments are list- 
ed at $5,000,000, and it is thus, in 
effect. granted the right to capitalize 
that at the rate of nearly $375,000 a 
year. Easements under the law in 
the state of Maryland represent real 
property rights in the streets used by 
the utilities, and are an element wf 
value. But some of the people of Bal- 
timore feel it is wrong that street car 
riders be required to pay about $375.,- 
000 for what they consider a gift to 
the company. ‘There is another side
